More On Yalta 


E have seldom had the oppor- 

tunity of watching such edi- 
torial fumbling as on the morning 
after the Yalta disclosures. When 
important news breaks— such as 
this: Yalta business or the recall of 
Gen. MacArthur—there seems to 
be several hours during which the 
editorial writers twist and writhe 
in. considerable confusion. They 
don’t know just how to handle the 
‘cone and it’s almost as though 
they are waiting for the mailman 
to bring them their copy of the 
“New York Times,” the “Herald- 
Tribune,” or whatever it is that 
sets the tone of editorial opinion 
throughout the country. 

But by the time the next edition 
is out, the editorial line has been 
fixed and from then on out, news 
is slanted to support that set line, 
letters from readers are selected 
to give the idea of unanimous pop- 
ular support, favorable cartoons 
are drawn—in a word, the paper 
has been committed. 

On Yalta, however, during that 
first period of terrible uncertainty 
for the liberals (as they call them- 
selves!), we read one editorial con- 
demning the disclosures because: 


1. They didn’t disclose anything; 

2. Although nothing new was re- 
vealed, publication nevertheless 
made England very angry; 

3. Hence, although the diaries 
told us nothing new, it is an out- 
rage that they were published. 

For our part, we were delighted 
with the publication of the Yalta 
papers. We have always been sus- 
picious of an overly strong execu- 
tive. It may be because to keep 
their freedom our English fore- 
bears had to cut the head off at 
least one of their executives and 
exile one other. 

Our Chief Executive should hold 
his international conferences — if 
hold them he must — in Madison 
Square Garden with full radio and 
TV coverage. If the people are go-

As “teenagers” they’ve been 
told that “parents don’t under- 
stand the problem of medern.

of parents have a time trying to 
get anything across to their 
sons and daughters. 

Easy does it, Bill. Others have 
solved this problem and you can 
too. Whether you are going to 
be a pharmacist or a lumberman, 
you may want. to come back and 
talk things over with your Dad 
someday. If he’s unreasonable, 
that’s his business.

Numbly I admitted all these 
things because I was not able to 
tell them what was in my heart.

And so on a winter afternoon 
in December, 1931, I was baptized. 
Then, like the fond parent who 
has taught his child to take its 
first steps, God stood back and let 
me toddle along for myself. I’m 
afraid my steps were shaky. I still 
burned with zeal for Him. I still 
loved Him passionately. But I was 
afraid to show my love in front 
of my Protestant friends. It takes a 
four-letter word beginning with G 
to stand up to bigotry and ignor- 
ance, and I didn’t have it then. 
Patiently, through the years, God 
has helped me. build up a- supply 


I could shout it out to all the 
world: “I’m a Catholic.” But in 
those early days I kept my secret 
to myself. I'm sorry now, though, 
that I feared censorship so much 
that I could not bring myself te 
lay claim to my rosary which had 
been found, and I still choke over 
that meat pattie eaten at a Protes- 
tant friend’s house on a Friday. I 
stumbled, but God was patient. 
My Catholicity was in its infancy, 
and no one knew better than He 
that little ones are bound to fall. 
He made it His business, however, 
to keep picking me up. 

Realizing that I was a rather 
bad risk, God lost little time in 
steering me into the arms of a 
born Catholic, the type who goes 
out of his way to let people know 
his faith. But he wouldn’t marry 
me until I had been Confirmed. 
“Mmm,” he frowned. “Three and 
a quarter years since your Bap- 
tism and still not Confirmed?” 
(Well, nobody ever told me.)

I rernember writing back to Fa- 
ther Sullivan for my certificate of 
Baptism. He answered me enthusi- 
astically: “Dear Lorna.

Remember, we want no trouble, 
for Catholic demonstrations are 
those of peace.” 


SEVERAL PERSONS were said 
to have been arrested by police 
during the demonstration, but this 
report could not be immediately 


confirmed. The ban on religious 
processions was one of several 
anti-Catholic restrictions imposed | 
after President Peron charged last | 
November that some clergymen | 
were engaged in active opposition 
to his regime. | 

The demonstration took place on | 
the same day that a third pro- | 
Peron Buenos Aires newspaper | 
joined “La Prensa” and “Demo- | 
cracia” in urging a constitutional | 
revision that would abolish the of-} 
ficial recognition of the Catholic | 
Church, to which the great ma-| 
jority of the people belong, and 
bring about a comolete church- 
state separation. 

In a frontpage editorial “El Lid- 
er,” which is controlled by Interior 
Minister Angel Gabriel Borlenghi, 
declared: “A state which repre- 
sents all religious cannot identify 
itself with the purposes of an) par- 
ticular church, even though it 
shares the same moral views.” 


The names of two other priests 
have been added to the list of 
those who have been arrested on 
charges of disrespect toward the 
Peron government. One is Fath- 
er Rolando Frederico, assistant 
in the parish church in the Bou- 
logne suburb here, who was tak- 
en into custody after a Palm 
Sunday service. 


The other is Father Antonio 
Revissono, who was arrested on 
a similar charge after he had 
preached a sermon at Las Flores, 
a suburb where many working 
class families live. Up until now, 
a total of 18 priests have been 
jailed since the Peron dispute 
with the Church erupted in mid- 
November. 


In Rome, it was rumored that 


Carlo Maria Oliva Velez, Argentine 
Ambassador to the Holy See,. was 
being recalled here for consulta- 
tion with leaders of the Peron re- 
gime. Another rumor was that 
the Ambassador was preparing to 
retire from his post. Meanwhile 
Vatican authorities scotched a re- 
port that Archbishop Mario Zanin, 
Papal Nuncio to Argentina, was 
being recalled. Competent Vatican 
sources pointed out tha’ the Vati- 
ean never recalls any representa- 
tive from any place. They said it 
has always been the other side 
which has broken relations or 
asked for the withdrawal of its 
emissary to the Vatican.

In Halting Juvenile 


Mexico City —(NC)—Although 
established only six months ago, a 
Catholic home for boys in Cuernav- 
aca, about 48 miles from here, has 
already begun to attract attention 
among those interested in the 
problem of juvenile delinquency 
in Mexico. ; 


Juvenile delinquency is one of 
Mexico’s most urgent social prob- 
lems. The Mexican National Youth 
Institute, organized a few years 
ago, has started an ambitious pro- 
gram to regenerate youth and in- 
terest them In sports and a wide 
variety of cultural activities. In 
the meantime, however, Catholic 
priests under the guidance of the 
Church, have been pioneering in 
developing a new attitude toward 
life among the all-too-large army 
of “boys of the streets.” 


Private Colleges 


Need $5 Billion 
In Next 10 Years . 


New York —- (NC) — To make 
up present deficits and to meet 
the enrollment bulge of the next 
10 years, 753 private colleges have 
indicated in a survey released here 
that they will need $5,500,000,000. 


The huge amount should be 
split almost down the middle 
to meet the school’s needs. For 
additional endowment some $§$3,- 
000,000,000 will be needed. For 
buildings, equipment and main- 
tenance, some  $2,500,000,000 
will be necessary. 


These figures were disclosed in 
a study by the Council for Finan- 
cial Aid to Education, Inc., which 
surveyed the private schools. The 
753 institutions that took part in 
the study represe 60 per cent 
of the degree-grarfting colleges of 
the country and three-quarters of 
the total enrollment. They includ- 
ed Catholic, independent, church- 
related and non-denominational 
schools, 


Inadequate salaries for faculty 
members were shown in all sec- 
tions of the survey. The average, 
full-time salaries of all faculty 
members during 1954 in 125 non- 


Catholic Boys Home Sets Example 


Delinquency 


OUTSTANDING work on a lim- 
ited basis has been done by Father 
Guillermo Wasson, who was re- 
sponsible for setting up the home 
in Cuernavaca, known as Our Lit- 
tle Brothers Institute. 

This home for maladjusted boys 
now houses 17 juvenile court cases 
and destitute boys. However, Fa- 
ther Wasson says that the home 
will ultimately accommodate 72 
boys, each of whom will be given 
full personal attention. 

' The institute is concerned with 
each boy’s material needs, and 
the youths are encouraged to 
work—raising chickens and vege- 
tables. It is hoped that by be- 
ing encouraged to work for their 
daily bread, boys paroled from 
adult jails or picked up from the 
streets in a.semi-starved condi- 
tion can be transformed into 
useful members of society. 

The ‘statistics of youthful crim- 
inals and vagabonds without homes 
or moral codes is alarming in this 
capital. No official count has been 
made, but unofficial . esttmates 
place the ragamuffin army of 
youngsters at over 15,000 in Mexi- 
'eco City and its. environs.
